EXPENSIVE FOR HEIRS. 


Making Bequests to Minors by Will Coats 


Considerable. 


It has doubtless occurred to every ono to 


make a will. Even though his or her 
worldly possessions may be but trifling, 
there is a suflieient amount of sentiment at- 
tached to them to occasion a desire for 
then proper distribution after death. 


This is especially true as regards perspnal 


effects. How many of us possess heirlooms 
in the thape of lockets, trinkets, rings and 
(miff boxes, whose only value is that they 
have been bequeathed to us by some old 
aunt or uncle long since dead? Very prob- 
ably they have devised their houses, stocks 
and bonds to some favorite niece or nephew 
but they are too thoughtful of our feelings 
to leave us ent«tely-out in their wills. So 
weaio "remembered" by the gift of a tri- 
fling bauble, which sentiment demands of 
us to regard as extremely precious 


Yet these good old people are generally 


ignorant of tho expense to vvlueb. the trans- 
fer of such petty bequests will subject their 
estate if the beneficiaries ' 
minors. Form that case 
of thesunogate—in this state at least—to 
appoint special guardians to look after the 
Inteipstsof the young legatees until a re- 
counting of the estate has been made 


Theremurieiatiou allowed to these per- 


sons is f i equently fai in excess of the value 
of tbo bequests. The surrogate has abso- 
lute nuthoiity to award a special guardian 
any euin he rcay see fit. There is a wise 
law limiting the fees paid to the attorney 
of an accounting executor, but pone pre- 
scribing the feea Umt a special guardian 
may collect. 


Ilere are a few cases in point. Not long 


ago an old lady of this city died and left u. 
will bequeathing her property to be divided 
equally between her son and daughter. Sho 
had a grandson also whom sheiemembered 
by leaving him an old mahogany bureau 
that was an heirloom m the family, The 
boy was a minor, and consequently a special 
guardian was appointed by the surrogate 
The necesbni y labor entailed upon this man 
need not have occupied lura for 30 minutes 
at the utmost, yet he was allowed $50 toy 
his sen ices 
In view of the fact that the 


bureau was valued by the appraiser at only 
45, the enormity of the special guardian's 
tee IP appaieut. 


An old gentleman died in Harlem a year 


ago, leaving a small amount of property to 
bo di /ided amoug a host of nieces and neph- 
ew s, some of whom had attained their ma- 
jority, while others were minors. For these 
latter three diffeient guardians were ap 
pointed 
The old gentleman's estate con- 


sisted largely of personal effects and was 
worth at the most 81,500 
The special 


guardians we e awarded $150, which was 
equivalent to a Ux of 10 per cent upon the 
estate

In each of these cases the money paid out 
to special guardians might have been saved 
to the estate if the small bequests to minors 
had been excluded from the will. Wherea 
peison desires to give a token of remem- 
brance to a minor, it is always the best pol- 
icy to give it personally while living, rath- 
er than to bequeath it iu a will after death. 


The fees of special guardians are a part of 


tho patronage controlled by surrogates, and 
it is only natural that they should use 
them to mciease their own prestige That 
they should invauably make thesa fees 
commensurate with the amount of work 
done by their agents, or even commensu- 
rate with the value of the bequests these 
men are appointed to protect, is out of the 
question. This should be the case, but un- 
Coitunately it is not.—New Yoik News. 


Increasing Towing Powei.

system of chain haulage has been adopted 
to assibt steam tugs in towing barges up 
the river against the stream.

Electric Gunlightor. 


An efficient and simple form of electric 


gaslighter has appeared, for which it is 
claimed that it will only light gas (it will 
not ignite gunpowder), that it requires no 
charging and that it is always ready for 
use. It consists simply of a frictioual elec- 
tric machine placed within acircular cham- 
ber, which the pressure of a button causes 
to spin around and generate the current for 
producing a spark. As the current is gen- 
erated, upon releasing the spring of the 
friction discs it is stoied in a metal tube or 
stem until it is of sufficient strength to 
produce a brilliant blue spark in a little 
aperture at the end of the stem. This spaik 
ignites the gas, which must be turned on 
and played on the stem before the spark is 
set free. The "lighter" must be instantly 
removed after the ignition of the gas - 
New York Telegram.

Leaving Litch- 
fleld when ills apprenticeship was finished, 
he obtained employment as a journeyman 
Job printer In Ithaca, N. Y., but continued 
his photographic experiments and finally 
gave up printing to accept iv position a* op- 
erator in a portrait photograph gallery. 
When 18 years old ha applied for tba posi- 
tion of photographer to the Cornell uni- 
versity, and after a trial obtained the posl- 
tion and remained in chi>s-go of the photo- 
graphic laboratory for about four years. 
Here he laid the foundation for all his sub- 
sequent work in mechanical and scientific 
photography 
Ho commenced by perfect- 


Ing the small g( latin photo-engraving 
process, then operated with equal success 
in only one establishment In the country 
and followed this by inventing his half 
tone block process, the first in the world to 
bo introduced into successful commercial 
operation. 


For 13 years, unU 1893 in foot, Mr. Ives 


was in charge of the photo-engraving de- 
partment of a large engraving company of 
this city, bringing cue in that period sev- 
eral minor inventions, for some of which he 
was awarded medals by tho Franklin insti- 
tute. The most Important recent work baa 
t>een with his own process of comjoslte 
heliochromy, which he published in 1888 
and patented in 1899. 
At present Mr. Ives 


is abroad lecturing on heliochromy. He 
received a vote .,i thanks from the Society 
of Arts in London after a discourse on th* 
subject.

Feeders,'' thus discourses on 
the

adjicent territory that will be made 
more accessible to the city by the 
opening of the several branch rail- 
roads now being built or projected . 
The area of suburban territory readily 


accessible from Philadelphia and welS 
suited 
to 
the upbuilding of new 


villages, as well as for beautiful de- 
tached country homes, will be materi- 
ally enlarged during the next year by 
the opening of several new railroads, 
which will bring passengers from these 
hitherto neglected 
regions into the 


very heart of the city 
The most im- 


portant of these new lines is the New- 
town Connecting railroad, which has 
been under construction for over a 
yeur, and on which track-laying was 
begun last week. 


It is expected that this woik and 


the necessary ballasting will be com- 
pleted in about six weeks, when the 
road will be opened to travel, giving 
the many towns and villages along the 
Newtown railroad's twenty miles of 
track a convenient entrance into the 
city. 
The new line, which is little 


over a mile long, extending from ne^r 
Tabor station, on the New York
